Only 400 tickets for Music 
Cireus performances have been 
sold by the campus ticket office. 
This figure is 4,600 tickets short 
of the expected goal, according 
to Phil Coelho, co-chairman of 

ie Inter-Racial Project. He 
iso said that there are only 
ive more weeks of the Music 
Circus season left. 

The Inter-Racial Project, a 
group of concerned college stu- 
dents, professors and adminis- 
trators and other members of 
the community, is attempting to 
raise funds for the ‘Educational 
Opportunity Program,’’ by sel- 
ling tickets to Music Circus 
shows. This program was for- 
merly called ‘Disadvantaged 
Students Fund.”’ 

Through a special arrange- 
ment with the management, the 
Music Circus will turn over one- 
third of all profits from the 
campus sale of tickets toa special 
fund for ‘*Educational Oppor- 
tunity Program’ students. 

“That is, of course. if we 
sell at least one thousand 
tickets," Coelho said. ‘‘The 
percentage will go down if we 
sell less than a thousand tickets,”’ 
he added. 

Although initial ticket sales 
have been slow, and communi- 
cation between the campus ticket 
office and the Music Circus office 
something less than perfect, the 
Inter-Racial Project members 
are still optimistic. 

“Ticket sales have been run- 
ning about 15 to 20 tickets per 
performance, since the fund drive 
began five weeks ago,’’ Coelho

Research Psychologist 


Arthur R. Jensen 


Convocation Speaker 


Arthur R,. Jensen, a specialist 
in resear’h psychology, will give 
the convucation address Thurs- 
day, July 18, at 9 a.m. in the 
Men’s Gymnasium, 

Jensen, from the Institute of 
Human Learning at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley, 
will speak on the topic “Is Our 
National Intelligence Increas- 
ing?’’ 

The convocation speaker has 
just completed a year of study 
at the Center for Advanced Study 
in the Behavioral Sciences at 
Stanford University. Currently 
he is carrying on research on 
the learning problems of the 
culturally disadvantaged. 

Jensen received his Ph.D, in 
psychology in 1956 from 
Teachers College, Columbia Uni- 
versity. He has written exten- 
sively in the field of human 
learning and has had more than 
80 articles published in pro- 
fessional journals. 

During his career the pro- 
fessor has served as a US, 
Public Health Service Research 
Fellow in London University’s 
Institute of Psychiatry; he has 
been awarded a Guggenheim 


Fellowship for extended research 
and study; Jensen is a Fellow 
of the American Psychological 
Association; and he is also 
associated with the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 


Since 1958 Jensen’s research 
has concerned itself largely with 
discovering the dimensionality 
of “human learning abilities,’’ 
He also has conducted research 
in the area of determinance —- 
cultural, developmental and 
genetic — of human intelligence 
and learning ability. <A third 
field of his research concerns 
seria! learning and related phe- 
nomena, 

The program is sponsored by 
Sacramento State College Cul- 
tural Programs Committee.

Superb performances in a 
slightly less than excellent play 
marked the opening season of the 
SSC Summer Steck Company with 
“Deedle Deedle Dumpling, My 
Son God.’’

“Tension of shapes’’ is one 
way of looking at Phil Ito’s un- 
dulating sculpture now being 
exhibited in the campus Art Gal- 
lery. The young Californian’s 
sculpture of masonite and wood 
is deliberately unfinished, be- 
cause he feels that too many 
people are hung up with ‘“‘how’’ 
things are made and finished. 

It is difficult to cage are in 
words. The minute you do, you 
lose something of the idea. There 
the art pieces are. If viewers 
can get involved in general -- 
good. It is a sort of philosophy. 
None of Ito’s sculptures or other 
art works are traditional. There 
is nothing in them to give the 
viewer reference. The important 
things are the intricies of each 
piece. 

Tim Lambert is showing 
paintings on plastic. One of the 
most unusual is a series of clear 
plastic strips about two and a 
half inches wide. Each strip is 
painted down the center with 
white acrylic paint. The strips 
run horizontally and vertically, 
creating a shadow plaid effect 
against an off-white wall. Th 
painting is attached to the wa 
with white thumb tacks. 

Lambert is not the firstart .« 
to paint on plastic, but the 
things he is doing are new. He 
mentioned James Rosenquist, a 
pop artist who painted on plastic, 
but Rosenquist’s paintings were 
more realistic than the ones the

Ito and Lambert and Master 
of Arts degree-holders from SSC. 
Both are young, vital and serious 
about their work. They are very 
different. Ito is intense and some- 
what idealistic, but quietly dis- 
ciplinged. Lambert boils under 
the surface. He is a rebellious 
voice, crying out against old 
ways. Paintings that know their 
place are not for him. He wants 
to change things and he wants 
to change them now, not tomor- 
row or next year, but now. 

Ito wants change also, but 
his assault on tradition will be 
more of a flanking movement. 
Lambert prefers a fronta! attack.
